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REMARKS 

Claims 3, 11 and 13-27 remain pending in the application, claims 1, 
2, 4-10 and 12 being canceled herein, and claims 13-27 being new. 

Allowability of Claims 3 and 1 1 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 3 
and 1 1 are allowed . 

Claim 1, 9, 10 and 12 over Fransioli in view of Alperovich 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 9, 10 and 12 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §1 03(a) as allegedly being obvious over WO 01/86918 to Fransioli 
("Fransioli") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,119,014 to Alperovich et al. 
("Alperovich"). 

Claims 1, 9, 10 and 12 are canceled herein, thereby mooting the 
rejection. It is therefore respectfully requested that the rejection be withdrawn. 

Claims 2, 4-8 and 10 over Fransioli in view of Alperovich and Schaphorst 

Claims 2, 4-8 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as 
allegedly being obvious over Fransioli in view of Alperovich, and further in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,767,795 to Schaphorst ("Schaphorst"). 

Claims 2, 4-8 and 10 are canceled herein, thereby mooting the 
rejection. It is respectfully requested that the rejection now be withdrawn. 

New Claims 13-27 

New independent claims 13 and 20 are based on allowable subject 
matter drawn from claims 3 and 11, respectively. It is respectfully submitted that 
new independent claims 13 and 20 (as well as dependent claims 14-19 and 21- 
27) are patentable for the reasons that claims 3 an d 1 1 are patentable.
